The  theme  this  year  will  be  “Friendships  Flower  Through 
Numismatics".  We  sincerely  hope  that  all  coin  collecting  groups  and  individual 
collectors  will  observe  this  week  in  some  special  numismatic  fashion. 

In  order  to  dispose  officially  of  some  C.N.A.  business  which  it  is  not  desirable 
to  hold  until  the  annual  meeting  1  have  called  an  Executive  meeting  to  be  held 
in  Toronto  April  23rd,  1966. 


This  year  the  Canadian  Numismatic  Association  is  not  sponsoring  a  competition 
associated  with  Canada  Coin  Week  April  16-23.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  Clubs 
and  individuals  will  make  a  special  efTort  to  create  interest  in  our  hobby,  at  this 
particular  time.

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At  this  time  of  the  year,  thoughts  are  turned  to  Westminster  Abbey,  I  ondon. 
England,  where  an  ancient  English  ceremony  takes  place  on  the  I  hursday  before 
Easter.  The  word  Maundy  is  derived  from  "mandatum”  (commandment). 

On  the  night  before  Our  Lord’s  Crucifixion,  St.  John  recalls  that  immediately 
after  the  l  ast  Supper.  Jesus  laid  aside  His  garments,  girded  Himself  with  a  towel, 
poured  water  into  a  basin,  and  then  in  turn  He  washed  the  feet  of  His  disciples. 
Afterwards  He  delivered  to  them  a  command,  or  mandatum,  for  his  followers  to 
love  one  another,  and  said:  “I  have  given  you  an  example  that  ye  should  do  as  1 
have  done  to  you.” 

The  reigning  Monarch  distributes  Maundy  coins,  a  set  of  which  is  composed 
of  one  penny,  one  twopenny,  one  threepenny,  and  one  fourpenny  piece.  Recipients 
are  chosen  from  those  applying  to  the  Royal  Almonry  for  assistance,  preference 
being  given  to  those  who  have  formerly  been  householders  paying  rates  and  taxes, 
and  who  have  been  employers  of  labour.  The  gifts  are  prized  far  above  their  actual 
monetary  value,  and  to  be  included  among  the  recipients  is  considered  an  honour. 

The  number  of  recipients  is  also  the  same  as  the  number  of  years  of  the 
Sovereign’s  age.  Therefore,  this  year  the  Queen  in  her  40th  year  means  that  40 
men  and  40  women  will  receive  gifts. 

Though  shorn  of  some  of  its  original  features,  the  Maundy  Ceremony  today 
still  bears  a  resemblance  to  the  service  used  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  the 
First.  During  the  first  half  of  this  century  the  Service  was  usually  held  in  West¬ 
minster  Abbey,  and  one  of  the  most  memorable  occasions  in  this  period  occurred 
in  1932  when,  for  the  first  time  in  247  years,  the  Sovereign  personally  distributed 
the  Maundy  Gifts.  On  that  occasion  King  George  the  Fifth  handed  to  each  recipient 
the  traditional  red,  white  and  green  purses  containing  the  gifts.  In  1936  King 
Edward  the  Eighth  made  the  Distribution,  and  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the 
Sixth  distributed  the  Maundy  on  seven  occasions,  three  of  which  occurred  during 
the  War  period. 

During  the  present  Reign,  the  Queen  distributed  the  Maundy  Gifts  in  person 
every  year  except  in  1954  when  Her  Majesty  was  away  on  the  Commonwealth 
Tour  and  in  I960  when  the  Distribution  was  made  by  H.  M.  Queen  Elizabeth,  I  he 
Queen  Mother,  on  behalf  of  the  Queen.  Normally,  if  the  Sovereign  does  not  attend 
the  Service,  the  Distribution  is  made  by  the  Lord  High  Almoner,  and  this  would 
appear  to  be  the  only  occasion  when  another  member  of  the  Royal  Family  has 
been  known  to  make  the  Distribution  on  behalf  of  the  Sovereign. 

Since  1952  the  Maundy  Service  has  been  held  at  Westminster  Abbev  alternate 
years,  and  in  the  intervening  years  at  the  following  places:

Usually  because  of  illness  or  infirmity  some  of  the  Maundy  recipients  are 
unable  to  attend  in  person,  but  the  Distributions  at  Rochester  and  Chelmsford  were 
particularly  memorable  because  all  the  recipients  were  able  to  be  present,  a  re 
markable  achievement  when  one  remembers  that  the  average  age  is  usually  about  80 
I  he  specially  minted  Maund>  coins  as  we  now  know  them  were  first  made  in 
the  reign  of  Charles  II.  and  1670  is  the  earliest  date  that  contains  a  full  set  of 
groat,  threepenny,  half-groat  and  penny,  but  there  is  a  half-groat  onl\  of  IbbS  which 
is  thought  to  have  been  a  pattern  by  Roettiers,  who  was  the  diesinker  for  the 
1670  issue. 
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There  is,  however,  an  issue  in  several  years  of  undated  coins  of  the  groat, 
3d.,  2d.,  and  jenny  struck  by  Thomas  Simon  before  the  issue  of  the  1670  coins. 
These  coins  have  a  shield  on  the  reverse  and  the  head  of  Charles  is  crowned  instead 
of  bare  as  in  the  Roettiers  coins.  They  are  usually  classed  by  collectors  among  the 
Maundy  coins  especially  as  they  were  the  only  coins  of  small  value  that  were  issued 
as  currency,  Maundy  and  King's  Dole,  or  Largesse.  The  Maundy  coins  are  current 
coin  of  the  realm,  but  as  they  are  eagerly  sought  after  by  collectors,  they  do  not 
pass  into  general  use. 

The  following  extract  from  the  77th  Annual  Report  of  the  Deputy  Master 
and  Comptroller  of  the  Royal  Mint  for  the  year  1946  is  of  interest.  In  referring  to  the 
cessation  of  the  manufacture  of  silver  coins  as  being  the  outstanding  event  of  the 
year,  the  Report  continues: 

"The  use  of  silver  in  English  coinage,  which  has  been  continuous  since 
the  seventh  century,  is  not,  however,  to  disappear  entirely,  the  decision,  wel¬ 
come  to  scholars  and  aesthetes,  having  been  taken  to  resume  the  use  of  the 
sterling  standard  in  Maundy  Money,  the  silver  penny,  twopence,  threepence  and 
fourpence.  Of  these  coins,  the  English  silver  penny  was  instituted  about  A.D. 
760  and  gave  its  later  name  of  the  sterling  to  our  whole  currency  system. 
The  fourpence  was  added  in  1279,  the  twopence  in  1351  and  the  threepence  in 
1551.  All  were  struck  in  sterling  silver  (silver  of  925  millesimal  fineness),  with 
one  brief  interruption  on  Henry  VIII’s  debasement  of  all  coinage,  until  the 
general  change  of  1920,  in  which  these  small  coins  were  included  with  the  rest. 

The  Act  of  1946  thus  restores  to  their  ancient  standard  all  those  silver 
coins  which  antedate  the  discovery  of  argentiferous  America,  with  the  addition 
of  the  threepence  when  struck  for  use  in  the  Maundy  Service,  while  all  those 
introduced  after  that  date,  including  the  threepence,  if  required  for  circulation, 
are  converted  to  cupro-nickel.” 

The  Royal  Full  Maundy  as  it  now  exists  is  made  up  as  follows: —

For  about  6.000  years  now,  gold  has  held  a  unique  place  in  human  experience. 
It  has  been  the  most  avidly  sought,  jealously  treasured  and  lovingly  worked  of  all 
metals.  Even  today,  with  advanced  mining  methods,  gold  is  very  rare  and  precious 

When  we  think  of  the  simplest  and  most  basic  necessities  of  life  such  as 
flour  for  bread,  clay  for  bricks,  wool  for  clothing,  the  harder  metals  for  implements, 
and  timber  for  so  many  construction  purposes,  there  is  no  room  for  gold.  Yet,  in 
every  age  the  allure  of  the  colour  and  lustre  of  gold  has  directly  affected 
every  nation  and,  the  lust  for  this  precious  metal  has  created  legend  throughout 
the  history  of  man. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  total  amount  of  gold  won  from  the  earth's 
surface  in  the  last  five  centuries  is  just  over  50,000  tons  and  could  be  contained 
in  a  cube  measuring  only  15  yards  in  each  direction.  Though  no  complete  records 
exist  of  earlier  gold  finds,  we  can  assume  that  they  would  be  relatively  small  as 
modern  deep  mining  methods  were  unknown  and  ancient  gold  mining  was  in 
essence  surface  or  near-surface  working. 

In  this  age  of  greater  prosperity  in  our  land  of  plenty,  many  adults  will 
have  seen  and  even  handled  a  small  gold  bullion  ingot,  or  at  least  a  sovereign  or 
other  gold  coin;  but  in  some  countries  many  people  even  today  have  never  handled  a 
gold  coin.  Our  love  of  gold  may  be  handed  down  from  earlier  tradition  or 
convention,  but  it  does  have  that  overwhelming  attraction  of  positive  beauty  that, 
combined  with  scarcity  and  ease  with  which  it  can  be  worked,  makes  each  of  us 
desirous  of  owning  a  little  and  proud  when  we  have  gained  a  few  pieces. 

We  can  picture  the  early  discovery  of  gold,  naturally  formed  during  the 
solidifying  and  settling  of  the  earth's  crust,  as  promoting  more  than  any  other 
known  metal,  the  advancement  of  creative  art  and  the  art  form.  The  ease  with 
which  it  could  be  worked,  its  permanence  of  colour,  beauty  and  durable  form, 
made  it  the  ideal  metal  for  both  the  simplest  and  most  decorative  forms  of 
jewellery.  It  was  this  that  led  ancient  writers  and  poets  like  Hesiod  to  write  that 
the  Golden  Age  was  an  age  of  primitive  perfection. 

To  the  goldsmith,  the  qualities  of  gold  are  indeed  impressive.  In  a  reasonably 
pure  state  it  is  nearly  as  soft  as  lead  and  so  malleable  that  today,  a  Troy  ounce 
can  be  beaten  out  cold  so  thin  that  it  could  be  less  than  1 /282,000th  of  an  inch 
over  a  thousand  times  thinner  than  normal  paper — so  as  to  cover  an  area  of  27,600 
square  inches.  Moreover,  if  during  this  process  (which  involves  the  hammering  of 
the  foil,  thinner  and  thinner,  for  some  hours  between  specially  prepared  pieces  of 
ox-gut)  the  metal  should  crack  or  break  into  a  hole,  the  remedy  is  easy.  1  or  gold  can 
be  pressure-welded;  in  other  words,  its  malleability  is  such  that  the  ‘flow'  of  the 
metal  under  pressure  causes  enough  internal  heat  to  make  loose  segments  cohere; 
and  the  gold-beater  will  quite  literally,  repair  a  defective  piece  of  gold  leaf  b\ 
hammer-welding  a  fresh  patch  on  to  the  cracked  or  broken  area. 

It  is  also  highly  ductile;  a  grain  of  gold  may  be  drawn  into  a  fine  wire  600 
feet  long.  By  the  way,  the  word  ‘tissue  paper’  comes  from  the  originally  designed 
sheets  of  very  thin  paper  used  between  the  layers  of  gold  leaf. 

In  my  research  into  the  earliest  uses  of  gold.  I  find  that  from  the  ancient 
gold-producing  areas  of  Egypt  until  the  Roman  exploitation  of  the  great  Spanish 
gold-deposits,  nearly  all  gold  was  under  strict  control  and  was  retained  as  wealth  in 
the  form  of  bullion  or  intricately  worked  ornaments.  But,  with  the  opening  of 
sources  in  Europe,  where  exploitation  was  in  the  hands  of  small  groups  of  inde¬ 
pendent  miners,  the  quantity  of  gold  released  on  to  the  world  market  for  general 
possession  greatly  increased  and  the  world  was  well  on  the  way  to  the  point  at  which 
gold  money  in  the  real  sense  could  finally  be  conceived 
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Fortunately,  from  the  earliest  days  of  gold  coinage  to  the  present,  these 
treasured  pieces  have  been  collected  and  passed  along  to  all  lovers  of  beauty. 
Despite  war,  economic  recession  or  financial  crises,  the  allure  of  gold  has  never 
waned. 

On  such  a  vast  subject  as  gold  or  its  use  as  world  coinage,  I  will  not  attempt 
to  review  all  the  historical  details  of  production,  standards,  or  economic  problems 
in  this  article  and  I  readily  admit  that  my  research  in  this  field  is  still  far  from 
complete. 

It  is  almost  natural  that  we  should  first  refer  to  the  Spanish  doubloon  or  8 
escudo  piece.  Following  the  discovery  of  the  New  World,  the  Spanish  Empire  was 
extended  into  North  America  and  South  America  and  was  to  become  one  of  the 
greatest  empires  of  the  world  for  the  next  few  centuries.  This  far  reaching  empire 
provided  a  rich  supply  of  precious  metals  for  coinage  and  the  coins  of  Spain 
became  known  and  accepted  in  almost  every  country  of  the  world. 

As  Mr.  Friedberg  writes  in  his  book  “Gold  Coins  of  the  World”,  “The 
Spanish  series  is  the  most  far  flung  of  all  national  coinages,  extending  beyond  the 
borders  of  continental  Spain  into  Europe,  America  and  the  Orient.”  The  gold 
doubloon,  struck  from  gold,  mined  in  the  American  colonies,  was  the  most  popular 
coin  of  its  day  and  set  the  Escudo  Real  standard  which  was  not  abandoned  until 
1850  when  Spain  joined  the  Latin  Monetary  Union. 

One  has  the  P  mintmark  of  the  Popayan  Mint  of  Colombia  in  South  America. 
One  of  the  odd  and  unexplained  things  about  this  issue  is  that  the  obverse  legend 
reads  ‘Ferdinand  VIE,  but  it  depicts  the  bust  of  the  previous  kind,  Charles  IV.  On 
the  reverse  is  shown  the  Arms  of  Spain  surrounded  by  the  Order  of  the  Golden 
Fleece.  The  story  of  the  golden  fleece  goes  way  back  into  Greek  mythology,  when 
a  man  named  Jason  was  offered  his  heritage  of  the  kingdom  of  Iolcus  if  he  would 
obtain  the  Golden  Fleece  for  the  king.  This  was  the  fleece  of  a  ram  which  Hermes 
had  given  to  Nephele  to  save  her  children  from  being  sacrificed  to  Zeus.  After  much 
adventure,  Jason,  with  a  company  of  famous  heroes  aboard  a  ship  called  the  Argo, 
successfully  obtained  the  fleece  and  returned  it  to  the  king.  The  fleece  of  a  ram  was 
used  in  placer  mining  for  gold  from  the  alluvial  deposits  in  river  beds,  a  method 
similar  to  the  panning  for  gold  used  during  the  great  gold  rush  of  the  Klondyke 
One  of  the  French  colonial  jetons  depicted  in  the  early  token  series  of  Canada  shows 
the  Argonauts  returning  with  the  Golden  Fleece. 

If  you  collect  gold  coins,  you  will  have  completed  a  whole  country  with  the 
purchase  of  a  30  pesos  gold  issue  of  the  Dominican  Republic.  This  coin  is  unique 
in  that  it  is  the  only  gold  issue  of  the  Americas,  the  face-value  of  which  is  based 
on  the  present-day  value  of  gold,  that  is,  $35.00  per  ounce.  The  coin  was  originally 
issued  at  a  premium,  the  amount  over  30  pesos  reverting  to  the  govenment.  It  was 
issued  to  mark  thhe  25th  year  of  rule  by  Trujillo,  a  man  who  did  much  for  his 
people  from  1930  on,  but,  according  to  recent  news  reports  coming  from  that 
country  seems  to  be  in  disfavour  today. 

The  reverse  of  this  coin  shows  below  the  Arms  of  the  Dominican  Republic, 
the  inscription  “LEY  900".  This  word  LEY  appears  on  some  Mexican  and  other 
Central  and  South  American  coins  and  means  fineness,  or  as  we  say,  the  coin  is 
900  fine  or  about  21.6  karats. 

The  50  pesos  piece  of  Mexico  called  a  Centenario,  commemorates  100  years 
as  a  Republic.  Both  sides  of  this  piece  are  beautifully  engraved.  The  obverse,  de¬ 
picts  Winged  Victory,  believed  by  many  collectors  to  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
designs  on  modern  coinage.  Again,  a  little  numismatic  lesson.  The  words  ‘ORO 
PURO'  on  this  coin  mean  pure  gold.  Though  the  coin  is  stamped  37.5  grams  ORO 
PURO,  it  actually  weighs  41.666  grams  and  is  .900  fine,  which  is  the  equivalent 
of  1000  fine  at  the  37.5  grams. 

The  Mexican  eagle  with  snake  shown  on  the  reverse  of  this  coin  represents  a 
legend  and  mythology  that  everyone  should  read. 

For  comparison,  the  U.S.A.  $20.00  or  Double  Eagle  shows  on  the  reverse  an 
intricate  design  of  the  older  Liberty  Head  type  and  the  beautiful  flowing  work-

manship  in  the  more  recent  St.  Gaudens'  type.  This  great  sculptor,  St  Gaudens, 
must  surely  have  been  inspired  by  the  thoughts  of  this  precious  metal  on  which 
his  design  would  be  struck  for  it  is  indeed  the  most  artistically  beautiful  of  all 
U.S.A.  coins. 

From  the  recent,  we  go  to  the  old  hammered  coins  of  Hngland  and  I  ranee 
Prior  to  about  1662,  when  the  milling  process  of  coining  was  made  permanent, 
the  usual  method  of  producing  coins  was  by  hammering’,  i.e.,  the  roughly  sheared 
coin  blank  was  held  between  two  dies  by  a  long  pair  of  tongs,  and  a  heavy  blow 
was  given  with  a  mallet.  In  England,  hammered  coins  such  as  those  of  Richard  II 
who  reigned  in  the  latter  part  of  the  14th  century,  ceased  to  be  legal  tender  during 
the  reign  of  William  111  in  1697.  The  coin  is  double  struck  where  the  striking  mallet 
probably  bounced. 

A  French  hammered  coin  was  made  during  almost  the  same  period  as  the 
English  piece,  but  where  the  English  gold  coins  minted  prior  to  1483  were  .975  fine, 
the  French  Franc  a  Pied  is  1000  fine  or  pure  gold.  In  fact,  this  and  other  french 
pieces  of  that  era  are  some  of  the  very  few  pure  gold  coins  ever  issued  in  the  world. 
There  is  much  similarity  in  the  ornate  striking  of  these  two  hammered  coins, 
particularly  in  the  floriated  crosses  of  the  reverses. 

The  proof  restrikes  of  the  1915  Austrian  4  ducat  piece,  shows  the  intricate 
detail  that  can  be  attained  in  gold.  On  the  reverse  of  this  coin  of  Franz  Joseph  is 
the  double-headed  eagle  with  shield  on  breast  and  holding  a  sword  and  sceptre 
The  eagle  in  varying  forms,  has  remained  a  characteristic  of  Austrian  coinage 
throughout  history. 

In  1609,  Henry  Hudson  sailed  up  the  Hudson  River  and  was  the  first  white 
man  to  land  on  Manhattan  Island.  To  celebrate  this  historic  event,  the  State  Mint 
of  the  Freetown  Hamburg  struck  a  gold  piece  which  has  been  called  "Aureus 
Magnus”  (the  Big  Gold).  It  is  worth  10  ducats;  the  gold  content  is  .980  fine,  dia¬ 
meter  .50  mm,  and  weight  35  grammes  (1  Va  ounces).  The  inscription  is  in  Latin 
and  means:  Henry  Hudson  discovered  the  Island  Manhattan  1609.  Reverse:  The 
faith  of  our  ancestors  will  never  die.  The  issue  of  this  beautiful  gold  piece  is  to 
commemorate  the  connections  between  the  free  western  states  of  Europe  and  the 
United  States  of  America. 

In  contrast  with  this  huge  10  ducat  piece,  there  is  a  very  minute  gold  coin  from 
the  City  of  Regensburg.  It  is  1/32  ducat,  so  320  of  these  little  pieces  are  required 
to  equal  the  weight  of  the  larger  piece.  Yet,  in  spite  of  its  small  size,  the  crossed 
keys  of  the  City  of  Regensburg  can  be  seen  without  a  magnifying  lens. 

From  the  coinage  of  Hungary,  I  have  found  the  Kremnitz  City  issues  very 
interesting.  They  depict  Christ  in  a  boat.  These  pieces  are  undated,  but  were  issued 
during  the  period  1600-1800.  The  legend  "IN  TF.M  RESTATE  SECURITAS"  would 
mean  “There  is  Security  During  the  Storm”,  alluding  to  the  presence  of  Christ  in 
the  boat. 

The  other  side  of  these  pieces  shows  St.  George  slaying  the  dragon.  The 
design  is  much  more  ornate  than  on  later  issues  of  England  with  the  same  motif. 
St.  George  was  also  a  patron  Saint  of  Hungary.  These  and  most  European  gold 
coinage  in  the  old  ducat  values  were  all  .986  fine,  almost  pure  gold.  Because  of 
this,  the  ducat  coins  set  the  standard  for  most  European  countries  during  the 
so-called  "Golden  Age”  of  gold  coinage — most  of  the  19th  century  and  until  the 
outbreak  of  World  War  1  in  1914.  This  standard  came  to  an  unofficial  end  in  1914 
and  an  official  end  in  1933.  when  following  an  outbreak  of  universal  monetan 
failures,  the  world  price  of  gold  was  raised  to  $35.00  an  ounce. 

From  the  Near  East,  there  is  the  Monnaie  De  1  uxe  gold  pieces  of  Turkex  I  he 
500  piastre  piece  though  quite  thin,  weighs  over  36  grams.  These  De  luxe  coins 
with  most  ornate  design  are  alleged  to  have  been  used  as  harem  presentation  pieces, 
but  as  they  have  been  issued  as  recently  as  1960.  it  would  seem  that  they  are  more 
of  a  government  prestige  issue. 

The  soft,  mellow  beauty  obtained  in  this  precious  metal,  is  obtained  in  what 
is  known  as  a  ’trial  piece’,  the  United  Nations  Essai  Ducaton  1  his  piece  was  issued 


in  1959,  hut  is  dated  1946  to  mark  the  founding  of  the  United  Nations.  You  will 
all  agree  that  the  Four  Freedoms — Freedom  of  Speech,  Freedom  of  Religion,  Free¬ 
dom  from  Fear,  and  Freedom  from  Want — for  which  the  United  Nations  stands, 
are  beautifully  engraved  on  this  trial  piece. 

I  have  covered  only  a  few  of  the  many  gold  coins.  It  is  my  hope  that  many 
of  you  will  feel  a  desire  to  learn  more  about  gold,  and  that  the  allure  of  gold  will 
bring  more  collectors  into  this  field  of  numismatics.

A  rare  American  Revolution  dollar  dated  1776  and  made  of  pewter  was  sold 
in  London,  England  on  March  14th,  1966  for  $812. 

The  coin,  part  of  a  collection  started  in  the  Seventeenth  Century  by  Most  Rev. 
John  Sharp,  Archbishop  of  York,  was  sold  at  Sotheby’s  auction  house  to  A.  H. 
Baldwin,  a  leading  London  coin  dealer. 

Daniel  Feron,  numismatic  expert  at  Sotheby’s,  said  the  coin  was  probably  an 
experimental  issue  that  was  never  put  in  general  circulation. 

It  apparently  was  minted  in  Philadelphia  at  the  time  of  the  second  Continental 
Congress.  On  one  side  are  two  rings  of  inscriptions.  The  outer  reads:  “Continental 
currency  1776”.  The  inner  reads:  “Fugio”,  In  the  centre  a  sun  is  depicted  shining 
down  on  a  sundail,  under  which  another  inscription  reads:  “Mind  your  business.” 

On  the  other  side  of  the  coin  there  is  an  outer  ring  of  13  linked  circles,  each 
enclosing  the  abbreviated  name  of  one  of  the  13  rebelling  colonies.  An  inner 
circular  inscription  reads:  “America  Congress.”  Set  in  the  centre  of  the  face  are 
the  words:  “We  are  one.”

Imagine 
an  odd  denomination  bill,  perhaps  a  $3  or  $4  bill  or  any  other  equally  odd 
denomination  or  multicolor  note,  something  to  hold  and  look  at  over  the  years 
to  remind  us  of  the  growth  and  birthday  of  this  great  country  of  ours. 

Now  is  the  time,  if  you  are  favorably  inclined,  write  your  member  in  Ottawa 
or  the  Finance  Minister  and  present  your  ideas  or  desires. 
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I  he  Ontario  Numismatic  Association  after  a  long  study  has  approved  a  new 
judging  point  system.  It  is  realized  suggestions  for  improvement  may  follow  lo 
produce  a  system  that  can  be  changed  if  better  idea's  are  proven,  a  start  is  necessary 
It  was  the  feeling  of  the  executive  that  a  display  must  serve  the  purpose  to  draw 
people  to  look  at  it  and  then  tell  them  correctly  and  pleasingly  what  it  is  all  about 

Regardless  of  the  material,  whether  it  is  of  the  rarest  or  best  condition 
available,  large,  small,  or  a  display  of  inexpensive  material,  all  should  be  eligible 
to  win  an  award.  We  all  know  that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  set  up  a  set 
of  rules  to  meet  all  requirements  and  please  everyone.  For  this  reason  all  we  ask 
is  that  each  exhibitor  read  the  rules  and  make  a  display  accordingly.  Every  display 
will  have  an  equal  change  to  win. 

To  also  give  a  fairer  equality  on  the  general  quality  of  displays,  it  was  decided 
where  the  number  of  displays  was  limited  in  any  category,  a  special  point  system 
would  be  used  to  determine  the  winners.  To  help  to  eliminate  this  problem,  the 
number  of  categories  was  reduced  by  one  this  year.  The  categories  in  some 
cases  have  been  changed  slightly  so  that  they  will  not  be  too  specific. 

The  executive  respectfully  request  constructive  criticism  so  that  further  improve¬ 
ments  can  be  incorporated  in  the  future.

Glenn  B.  Smedley  has  been  appointed  editor  of  The  Numismatist  effective 
with  the  April  issue.  Well  known  throughout  the  United  States  because  of  his 
countless  activities  in  numismatics,  he  brings  to  the  post  experience  gained  as  Ameri¬ 
can  Numismatic  Association  governor  and  vice-president,  president  of  Chicage  Coin 
Club,  work  on  numerous  committees,  and  half  a  dozen  years  as  assistant  to  the 
editor. 

He  succeeds  Elston  G.  Bradfield  who  resigned  at  the  1965  A.N.A.  Houston 
convention  but,  at  the  board's  request,  remained  in  office  until  a  suitable  replacement 
could  be  found.  "I  gladly  step  down  from  a  post  of  high  honor  and  responsibility, 
now  that  I  know  The  Numismatist  is  in  such  capable  hands  as  those  of  Glenn 
Smedley,”  said  Bradfield.  “This  augurs  well  for  the  future  of  the  magazine.” 

Bradfield  was  named  assistant  and  acting  editor  on  December  20,  1953,  and 
became  editor  at  the  1954  convention.  At  its  meeting  in  mid-February  1966,  the 
board  made  him  editor  emeritus,  honoring  him  for  long  years  of  distinguished  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  Association  and  to  numismatics  in  general. 

In  its  77 Vi  years  of  publication,  starting  in  the  fall  of  1888,  The  Numismatist 
has  had  nine  editors  who  served  periods  varying  from  Lee  Hewitt's  three  months 
during  an  emergency  situation  to  Frank  G.  Duffield’s  27  years,  1915-42.  One  has 
only  to  compare  recent  issues  of  the  magazine  with  any  before  1954  to  see  the 
many  improvements  which  have  put  it  in  the  foreground  of  monthly  publications. 

"I  have  enjoyed  working  with  Editor  Bradfield,”  said  Smedley,  “as  assistant 
since  the  fall  of  1959”. 

My  pledge  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Association  is  concise  and 
naive:  'I  will  do  my  utmost  to  continue  the  77  year  tradition  of  The  Numismatist 
as  the  finest  publication  in  the  field  of  general  numismatics,  and  to  make  any 
changes  in  its  present  format  and  policies  only  after  careful  study  and  consultation 
with  proper  and  qualified  persons.’

LONDON  Although  the  British  don’t  seem  to  find  it  odd,  foreigners  have 
always  been  baffled  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  most  important  British  coins  does 
not  exist. 

The  little  coin  that  isn’t  there  is  called  “the  guinea.” 

There  used  to  be  a  guinea  so-called  because  it  was  minted  from  gold  mined  in 
Guinea  starting  in  1663. 

But  by  1813  the  guinea,  whose  value  was  one  pound  sterling  plus  one  shilling 
was  superseded  by  the  gold  sovereign  —  another  headache  for  foreigners. 

Doctors,  lawyers,  supermarkets  and  business  generally  still  act  however,  as 
though  the  guinea  were  actively  in  circulation  instead  of  in  museums  and  collections 

They  list  their  prices  and  send  out  their  bills  in  guinea. 

Is  this,  then,  another  charming  example  of  the  British  attachment  to  tradition? 

Nay,  it’s  a  canny  British  way  of  adding  five  per  cent  to  a  bill.  Why  state  the 
amount  in  pounds  sterling  —  20  shillings  —  when  you  can  state  it  in  guineas  or 
21  shillings? 

So  Britain's  decision  to  go  over  to  decimal  coinage  by  1971  has  not  been 
greeted  with  unalloyed  joy  by  some  people.  It  may  mean  the  end  of  the  most 
confusing  coinage  outside  China  but  it  also  means  the  end  of  a  device  that  has 
been  worth  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  to  its  perpetuators. 

For  that  matter  the  sovereign  is  no  logical  bargain  either.  It  s  a  gold  coin 
issued  at  20  shillings  but  now'  because  of  its  gold  content  worth  three  times  that 
much.  It’s  legal  tender  —  but  you’re  not  allowed  to  have  more  than  one  of  them 
if  you’re  not  a  collector. 

Britains  intimidating  coinage  —  crowns,  half-crowns,  shilling,  florins,  sixpences, 
pennies  and  halfpennies  and  the  recently  deceased  farthing  —  are  simply  the 
result  of  a  very  long  history.  The  first  British  coins  were  issued  as  far  back  as 
359  B.C.  and  there  have  been  lots  of  coin  casualties  since,  such  as  the  angel,  the 
groat,  the  noble,  the  leopard  and  the  helm. 

Today's  coinage  is  mainly  the  work  of  four  British  rulers  —  King  Fdward 
VI  who  introduced  the  crown.  Queen  Elizabeth  I  who  contributed  the  sixpence 
and  threepence.  King  Charles  II  who  is  responsible  for  the  half-crown,  shillings, 
half-penny  (to  keep  people  from  chopping  pennies  in  half)  and  farthing,  and  Queen 
Victoria  who  approved  the  florin. 

The  pound  sterling  has  almost  1,200  years  of  history.  Back  in  775  A.D.  coins 
known  as  “sterlings”  were  issued  in  the  Saxon  kingdoms.  One  pound  of  silver 
produced  240  of  these  coins.  Hence  large  payments  were  reckoned  in  "pounds 
of  sterlings.” 

After  the  Norman  conquest  of  1066  the  pound  was  divided  for  bookkeeping 
purposes  into  20  shillings. 

Today  the  pound  sterling  is  a  paper  bill  worth  20  shillings  or  240  British 
pennies. 

The  British  often  refer  to  their  money  as  I..S.D.  This  is  derived  from  mediavel 
Latin  manuscripts  in  which  the  pounds  is  libra,  the  shilling  is  solidus  and  the  pcnnv 
is  denarius.  The  L  of  libra  became  the  familiar  pound  sign. 

Like  its  weights  and  measures,  Britains  coins  do  not  have  the  purse  progression 
of  decimal  currency.  They  simply  have  to  be  memorized.  Threepence  is  obvioush 
three  pennies.  Sixpence  is  obviously  six  pennies.  A  shilling  is  12  pennies  \  florin 
is  two  shilling.  A  half-crown  is  two  shillings  and  sixpence  A  crown  is  five  shillings 

And  what  is  a  guinea? 

Well,  a  guinea  is  a  racket.

TUNISIA 

Tunisia  suffered  coin  shortages  for  many  years.  To  aggravate  matters,  some 
coins  were  minted  in  quantities  of  less  than  100  pieces.  How  many  nations  can 
make  that  claim?  Without  a  doubt  some  coins  of  Tunisia  are  the  rarest  coins 
on  earth.  The  Tunisians  believe  that  the  numeral  3  is  beneficial  (that  which  is 
in  general  productive  of  good)  and  for  that  reason  some  coins  were  struck  in 
small  numbers  having  as  a  last  digit  the  number  3.  For  instance,  23  pieces  were 
struck  of  the  20  Francs,  83  of  the  10  Francs,  303  pieces  of  the  2  Francs,  703  of 
the  1  Franc  and  1003  of  the  50  centimes.  As  a  rule,  the  denominations  above 
10  Francs  are  gold  pieces;  denominations  below  that  are  silver  or  copper.  Under¬ 
standably,  these  rare  pieces  do  not  often  get  into  circulation  right  away  because 
they  were  issued  for  the  sole  benefit  and  personal  usage  of  the  Bey,  who  in  turn 
distributed  them  as  gifts  among  friends  or  presented  them  to  religious  organizations 
as  offerings. 

Coins  with  mintages  of  20  or  33  are  truly  rare;  more  so  than  any  other  coin. 
Often  one  reads  of  coins  said  to  be  rare  despite  the  fact  that  1000,  5000  or 
1,000,000  were  minted!  Sometimes  we  hear  it  said  of  certain  coins:  “Only  10 
known”!  How  many  others  are  there  sitting  in  attics  or  Bank  vaults  that  never 
come  to  light  because  the  owner  prefers  anonymity?  Following  is  an  example  of 
a  Canadian  half  dollar.  The  year  is  1921.  It  sells  for  $12,000.00  because  only  50 
are  known!  The  majority  of  the  206,398  minted  in  1921  were  thereafter  melted. 
Some  escaped  the  melting  pot.  In  1964,  four  more  came  to  light  when  a  Canadian 
rummaging  thru  his  attic  found  four  uncirculated  1921  halves.  In  the  following 
days,  not  being  a  coin  collector,  he  spent  a  few  of  these.  One,  it  is  said  went  for 
payment  of  a  drink.  The  point  I  wish  to  make  however  is  that  more  of  these 
could  turn  up.  Who  knows?  Not  so  of  coins  having  a  mintage  of  20  or  33  or  53! 

Because  collectors  are  not  aware  of  the  low  mintages  of  Tunisian  coins  some 
may  be  found  right  now  at  Coin  Shows  and  at  reasonable  prices.  To  help  the 
reader,  I  have  listed  below  the  rarer  of  the  Tunisian  gold  coins,  that  is,  the  ones 
with  a  mintage  of  less  than  100. 

100F:  1935,  1936,  1937  and  1939  all  33  pieces;  1938.  66  pieces. 

20  F:  1894,  1895,  1896  &  1901  all  20  pieces;  1904  and  1905  plus  1908  to  1922 
plus  1924  to  1928  all  23  pieces;  1906,  26  pieces,  and  1907,  46  pieces;  1931 
&  1933,  33  pieces;  1936,  53  pieces. 

10  F:  1892  to  1902,  80  pieces;  1903  to  1906,  83  pieces  minted;  1909  to  1922,  plus 
1924  to  1928,  83  pieces  struck;  1908,  16  coins  were  struck. 

Remember,  the  above  are  all  gold  coins,  and  that,  when  I  say  these  are 
rare,  I  am  not  guessing  I  am  stating  a  fact.  No  matter  what  condition  these 
coins  are  in  they  exist  only  in  those  quantities  stated,  not  in  any  quantities  of 
half  a  million!  A  few  of  the  dates  not  mentioned  have  a  mintage  of  103  to  3,003 
coins  depending  on  the  date.  Some  others  300,003  etc.  At  a  recent  Coin  Show  1 
found  a  1935  100  F  and  a  1904  20  F  coin.  It  is  highly  possible  you  will  find 
some  if  you  but  look.

This  meeting,  exhibition  and  bourse  was  the  first  of  its  kind — it  related 
exclusively  to  Canadian  paper  money  and  was  not  held  in  conjunction  with  a  coin 
show.  To  this  extent  it  was  experimental,  but  it  can  be  said  without  question  that  in 
the  minds  of  those  enthusiastic  paper  money  collectors  who  were  there,  the  experi¬ 
ment  was  a  definite  success.  They  stayed,  strayed,  talked  and  swapped  experiences 
hours  on  end  and  no  doubt  some  dealers  can  attest  to  the  fact  that  they  bought  and 
sold. 

Unquestionably  the  highlight  of  the  day  was  the  Exhibition.  Eight  separate 
exhibitors  demonstrated  their  knowledge  and  understanding  by  artfully  preparing 
exhibits — almost  40  cases — that  covered  a  broad  range  of  paper  money  subjects. 
The  exhibits  were  invitational;  had  they  not  been,  judges  might  have  had  consider¬ 
able  difficulty  in  reaching  a  conclusion,  they  were  all  of  such  uniformly  high 
quality. 

It  was  an  eventful  day — right  from  early  morning  when  Walter  Allen  showed 
colour  slides  of  many  Bank  and  Government  notes  rarely  seen.  It  was  exciting  to 
some  as  well — for  instance  the  nurse  who  was  visiting  Toronto  to  attend  a  conven¬ 
tion  was  particularly  thrilled.  She  brought  a  note,  folded  down  to  about  I”  by  2" 
to  fit  a  small  envelope,  because  she  had  heard  about  the  Show  and  came  to  see  if 
her  note  had  any  value — she  had  acquired  it  at  a  small  town  auction  in  a  lot  of 
odds  and  ends — at  nominal  cost.  She  left  completely  happy  and  $150  richer 
because  her  note  turned  out  to  be  a  Bank  of  British  North  America  1874  $10.00 
note  issued  at  Hamilton,  Ontario  and  in  quite  acceptable  VF  condition!  It  is  just 
such  events  as  this  which  spur  paper  money  collectors  onward  in  their  never 
ending  quest  for  exciting  new  discoveries.
